1 . Regarding the status of the claims in the instant application, the Examiner has 



made an updated search and found new prior art. The Examiner is obliged to apply the 
newly found prior art. Thus, the finality of the prior Office action has beenVithdrawn and 
a new rejection follows. The Examiner regrets the delayed process of the application. 
Accordingly, claims 1-25 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 18-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Ryan 
et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,673,402). 

As per claims 18-25, Ryan discloses a computerized system for initiating, processing, 
preparing, storing, and transmitting illustration of life insurance in conjunction with a 
mortgage, comprising the steps of: 
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The buyer and seller agreeing on a payment plan and deliverable plan (see., abstract, 
col 1, lines 49-62, col 9, lines 64-67, col 10, lines 1-25); 

The buyer depositing an amount of money in an escrow account, according to the 
agreed upon payment plan (see., col 10, lines 26-67); and 

The seller performing the predetermined service, and when the deliverable is delivered 
to and approved by the buyer, receiving from the escrow account the amount of money 
equal to the agreed upon payment plan (see., col 1, lines 49-62, col 9, lines 64-67, col 
10, lines 1-25); 

the seller maintaining an electronic docket related to the project to insure that 
predetermined deadlines are met (see., col 4, lines 24-34).
